SHE FINDS HOMES FOR THE HOMELESS 


by James Glotz 

Cat-collection has been a distinctive 
part of New York City life for some 
time. Damon Runyan once termed it 
“an indication of the inner warmth of 
the New York personality.” 

This indication of inner warmth is 
amply illustrated by Margaret Churan, 
a Manhattan businesswoman employed 
by a large publishing firm. Mrs. Churan 
has adopted, and found homes for, more 
than 150 kittens during the past four 


years -- a high score, even in the “cat- 
collecting” world. 
Her six rules for kitten-placement 


are: 

1. If you see a homeless animal on the 
street, starving or in similar distress, 
pick it up and take it home. 

2. Isolate it behind doors to keep it 
safe, and to protect your own pets, 
until you are sure it is well. A cat should 
be isolated about seven to ten days. (A 
small kitten can be kept in a carrier 
until the next step.) 

3. lf you are unable to keep it, start 
looking around for its new home. One 
good method is to call radio personali- 
ties known to broadcast appeals for 
homeless animals, like WJZ’s Ed and 
Pegeen Fitzgerald. 

4. Advertise in local newspapers -- 
“Cute Kitten Free to Good Home.” 
Screen the replies very carefully. Ad- 
vertise a second time, if necessary. (This 
can actually be less expensive than feed- 
ing it for a long period.) 

5. Give it a cute name and notice 
personality traits that make it a talk- 
worthy kitten to adopt. Mrs. Churan 
reports “I called two six-toed jobs 
‘Floy Floy’ and ‘Clementine’ -- Flat Foot- 
ed Floojie with the Floy Floy and 
Nunber 9's Their adopters still call 


them by those names.” 
6. And this is the most important rule,

according to Margaret Churan: “Don’t 
give up. I have placed homely big cats 
and scrawny little ones. All it takes is 
effort. There is a home and a heart for 
all cats. Just work at it. If an animal is 
sick or injured when you find it, take 
it to a vet or shelter for treatment -- 
or take it home, if you can do it your- 
self . . . Success is as big as your heart 
and your effort.” 

Mrs. Churan’s interest in cat-place- 
ment stems from a childhood fondness 
for lost and pathetic animals. She has 
owned, or been near, kittens for as long 
as she can remember. 

“My first,” she says, “was a fat tom- 
cat. I named him ‘Jane.’ I was six 
years old then and ‘Jane’ was the name 
of my favorite aunt. I still have a photo- 
graph taken of me standing on our 
front lawn, while squeezing poor Jane 
under one arm. 

When she was married, her husband 
temporarily forbade her to own a cat. 
Mr. Churan’s job called for a great deal 
of traveling and, im those days, a kitten 
would have been so much “excess bag- 
gage.” She partially reconciled her depri- 
vation by informing her husband: “If I 
ever see a stray kitten on the street, I'll 
have to pick him up.” 

It was fortunate that he was with 
her, coming home late from the movies 
one night -- for it was then that “Miss 
Watson” - “Quick Watson, the Needle!” 
and she was quick as a needle!” - adopted 
her and her husband. 

Miss Watson was a charming soul, 
and soon developed a secure place for 
herself in the Churan household. When 
Mr. Churan’s job obliged them to pack 
up and move to England, Miss Watson 
went right along with them on the boat. 


When Miss Watson died, in 1949, the 
next adoptee was a gray Maltese named 
“George”. George was joined by “Mr. 
Dooley,” another stray. When George 
died after eighteen months of ownership, 
Margaret Churan’s friends brought her 
two more the very next day—so that she 
wouldn’t be “lonely”. 

Her fatal weakness became apparent 
in the next few months. Mrs. Churan’s 
home is near the old Battery section of 
New York City. The area is in a con- 
stant process of building and re-building. 
Workmen began tearing down neighbor- 
ing houses for a project re-building 
one day, and multi-colored cats hur- 
riedly exited their aging premises, 
thronging the streets in search of a new 
home. 


“The streets were littered and the 
poor little things were easy prey to un- 
feeling boys and starvation,” she ex- 
plains. “So, I began a new phase of my 
life -- running a _ steady placement 
agency for strays. Some of these were 
day-olds and it was impossible for me 
to bring them up on a dropper... my 





employers have regarded it as an 
infringement on office-devotion ! 

“The day-olds had to rocked to sleep. 
One spring was really rugged. I had two 
batches of six kittens from the two 
regulars we fed in my courtyard ... 
then, kind friends deposited two more. 
With my three, I had over fifteen in the 
three-room apartment for a while.” 

“Opening the door was quite a sight 
in those days! The inmates of the room 
would rush forth as if the last trump 
had sounded, all agog to see what they’d 
been missing. 

“I had one batch in the bathroom -- 
bathing myself was quite a problem -- 
and another in the bedroom. And sun- 
dry everywhere else!” 

“But between constant yacketing and 
phoning and devoted friends, and the 
Fitzgeralds’ broadcasting, we managed 
homes for all of them” 

“In the ‘cats’ world’ I’m fairly well 
known as a pushover,” she laughingly 
describes herself. “ Because I’ve 
done so much pushing and describing 
and ‘selling’ at home and at the office. 
But I have finally attained the heights 
of something -- people have been known 
to phone me for a kitten to adopt. It 
used to be a real trouble to place a cat. 
Now, with people confident in me and 
my reputation, I sometimes don’t have 
enough spare kittens to pass around! 
And that’s real success!” 

Along with her regular placement 
duties, Mrs. Churan operates a “cat 
canteen.” Before leaving for work in 
the morning, she fills a paper bag and 
milk cartons, split lengthwise, with 
food for the canteen. 

“The ‘canteen’ is actually an empty 
lot, on the way to the bus,” she points 
out. “There, my ‘regulars’ wait. Some 
will tear down the street, tripping up 
unsympathetic humans, rubbing my 
ankles and talking and purring -- I 
can’t take a step as they weave and rub! 

“T suppose I am known as a character, 
but I couldn’t be happier about a cause. 

“A friend who lives in an adjacent 
building supplies evening meals and 
weekend food. I sometimes have as many 
as eight at the canteen -- four regulars, 
and odd-time guests. oh 

“It is a source of great pleasure to

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WHEN CATS GO TO COURT ms! 


In these days of travail when world 
tensions have crowded animal stories off 
the front pages and, in most cases, out 
of the newspapers entirely, it is tantaliz- 
ing once in a while to run across a tucked 
away item about a cat who is holding his 
own in legal matters. 

Such cases do occur still, of course, 
but newspapers of today are less free 
with their reporting of them than were 
publications of an earlier era. 

During the late war I recollect reading 
the story of Buster, a Boston cat, who 
was about to face a jury over a matter 
of $60,000. 

Buster was beloved by his late master, 
Woodbury Rand, a Boston lawyer. Mr. 
Rand designated his feline friend the 
recipient of this accumulation of wealth 
in a codicil to his will, the story said, 
because relatives had behaved “contemp- 
tuously” toward the cat. 

Seven cousins of Mr. Rand, left out 
in the cold while Buster lolled before a 
fire comfortably served by his ex-mas- 
ter’s housekeeper, brought a motion that 
the cat’s rights to the $60,000 be taken 
from him by process of a jury trial. 

Buster may have lost. His case, if it 
ever came to trial, was not reported in 
any of the items within the range of my 
reading. But he could have won. Lucky 
cats have been known to enjoy extrava- 
gant bequests entirely within the limits 
of the law. 

A couple of cats in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
were left a $40,000 estate in 1905 and 
one of them lived to a ripe old age to 
enjoy it. Pinkey and Blackie, the Wilkes- 
Barre cats, shared the. home of a wealthy 
gentleman named Benjamin Dilley. 
When he died in 1905 his will provided 
that property at roth and Market Streets 
in that city, in the heart of the business 
district, should belong to the cats. His 
housekeeper was given a salary of $75 a 
month and living space in the two upper 
stories of the property to care for the 
elegant animals as long as they lived. 

“It is a difficult thing to win the 
friendship of a cat,” Gautier is supposed 
to have said. Any cat lover would say 
that once won, this affection is a strange 
and wonderful one. Take the case of 
Tommy Clark, an affectionate and grate- 
ful cat who lived in Seneca, New York. 

When Tommy died in 1939 at the age 
of 24, he left an estate appraised at $300. 
Tommy’s affairs were arranged, without 
legal objection of any sort, by the vet- 
erinarian who had “owned” him, Dr. W. 
L. Clark. Dr. Clark turned Tommy’s 
funds over to the International Humane 
Society. 

There have been few cats longer lived 
or more renowned than Tommy Clark, 
but there have been others who have 
crashed the headlines in noisier manner. 

The Philadelphia Press of February 
I, 1902, was quite excited about the 
strange goings on of a Mr. Kendall and 
a Mrs. Stinsman over a group of tabbies. 
Mr. Kendall, a seaman, gave Mrs. Stins- 
man five tabbies to board while he was

out at sea. He told the lady she could 
have two kittens from expected litters. 
Eleven kits were born and Mrs. Stins- 
man saved only two, which she named 
Nellie Gray and Carrie Nation. 

When Mr. Kendall returned and tried 
to gather about him his family of cats, 
he was most dismayed to learn the kit- 
tens’ fate. Arming himself with a fan 
one evening, he entered Mrs. Stinsman’s 
home and pretended he had a pistol in 
order to frighten her into handing over 
Nellie and Carrie. 

“Stand back, I want my kittens,” Ken- 
dall cried. 

“She did not stand back, not a stand,” 
the Press reported, “but screamed and 
closed with him and neighbors thought a 
murder was being committed.” 

Friends and passersby rushed into the 
Stinsman house to find the couple tug- 
ging with each other while the two kit- 
tens arched atop a table, fuzzing and 
spitting in righteous indignation. When 
Mr. Kendall saw the invading femininity 
he winced, seized his hat and ran. 

Mr. Kendall saw his lawyer and re- 
plevined Carrie and Nellie. Less than a 
week later, when he was congratulating 
himself on being rid of all the trouble, 
Mrs. Stinsman had him arrested on a 
charge of assault and battery with in- 
tent to kill. He was put under an $800 
bond until he was able to convince the 
judge that he was armed with a fan 
and not a gun. 

A South Dakota cat was once fea- 
tured in an ownership case that went as 
far as the state circuit court at Sioux 
Falls. A couple named Mr. and Mrs. Ole 
Finstad claimed to have loaned the cat 
to a Mrs. Lewis, a neighbor, to rid her 
house of rats, The Finstads said that 
Mrs. Lewis declined to return the ani- 
mal and asserted that she had appropri- 
ated it to her own use. Furthermore, 
they said, she was holding it by force 
of arms, contrary to statute. When Mr. 
Finstad had tried to regain possession of 
his cat, Mrs. Lewis had him arrested for 
assault and battery, for which he was 
fined. 

Mr. Finstad not only refused to pay 
the fine, he appealed the case and re- 
trieved his mouser. 

A South Dakota reporter shrugged off 
the case with, “The cat is an ordinary 
one and would not bring over 50 cents 
on the market.” There spoke one blind 
to the power of the common housecat. 

And, at another time, it cost a man 
$12.50 to sic his dog on a Philadelphia 
cat. The man in question, a Mr. George 
Halzback, was walking his dog om Hicks 
Street in Philadelphia one August day 
in 1911 and thought it would be a fine 
idea to make his neighbor’s cat run. 

According to court testimony, puss was 
sitting on her own doorstep, all claws 
withdrawn, and was much worse for the 
ensuing fray. The magistrate who sen- 
tenced Mr. Halzback told him that a cat 
is valuable personal property and he, for 
one, thought that a cat might be of 
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more use to a household than ten dogs. 

On the other hand, a cat occasionally 
runs up against am unfriendly judge. 
Judge Harry N. Reeves of the Montclair 
district court of New Jersey ruled in 
1920 that a cat’s board is not a necessity, 
under certain conditions. 

At that time a Miss Mary Apperson, 
worker in the Newark public library, 
brought suit against the owner of a 
Newark apartment house for failing to 
allow her possession of an apartment for 
which she had already paid rent. Forced 
to put up at a hotel for two weeks, Miss 
Apperson was not permitted to keep her 
cat with her and had to pay board for 
him. Her suit was for $61, including 
moving expenses, $20; hotel bill, $35; 
cat’s board, $6. Judge Reeves awarded 
damages less the cat’s board. 

At possibly the most spectacular court 
scene in which cats have played stellar 
roles, three Lord Justices of London, 
robed in scarlet and ermine, sat in the 
court of appeals in 1926 especially to 
vindicate the privileges nature has given 
to cats. They established for British cats 
the clear and indefeasible right to roam, 
steal or slay anything they find necessary 
wherever the laws of England run. The 
justices said there are two classes of 
animals in Great Britain—tigers, gorillas 
etc., which kill men; and cats, dogs etc., 
which do not naturally want to kill men. 
Owners are not to be held responsible 
for any casual slaying of rats, mice etc. 
their cats do unless it can be definitely 
proved that owners have set them out to 
do so. 

In America, the highest court of 
Massachusetts has upheld the right of 
a cat to use its claws and teeth as a 
means of protection against persons who 
seek to interfere in a cat and dog fight. 
Prudence, the court held, should prompt 
a person to leave a strange cat alone 
under such circumstances. 

This opinion, prepared by Chief Jus- 
tice Rugg, sustained a lower court find- 
ing for the defendant in a suit brought 
by Mrs. Fannie E. Goodwin against the 
Nelson Grocery Company to recover 
damages for injuries received when she 
sought to protect. her dog from the store 
cat. “She voluntarily submitted herself 
to danger and unnecessarily exposed her- 
self,” said the Chief Justice. 

“It’s enough to make a cat speak,” 
the adage runs. And that is virtually 
what happened in the case of an Indiana 
woman who was brought before a Ver- 
mont court to receive an inheritance be- 
cause the judge recognized her cat. 

The woman, a former New Englander 
named Mrs. Mulligan, had become a 
mysterious and eccentric resident at An- 
derson, Indiana, where she was known 
to those about her as a cat lover. She 
never went out of her house without at 
least one cat in a basket under her arm. 

When she was designated as the recipi- 
ent of a bequest of New England farm 
land and $16,500 in the bank, her lawyer 
identified her by saying she always had a 
cat with her. The judge said, yes, he re- 
membered her as a girl, always loving 
cats, She got the estate.

Have you been following our discus- 
sions on Nutrition? We hope that you 
have for our aim is to help you to main- 
tain a firm control on the health and wel- 
fore of your cats. In the August issue of 
Cats Magazine we talked about Vita- 
mins, and in October about the important 
matter of Minerals. In the present issue 
a summary of the value of Proteins, 
Carbohydrates and Fats is given for 
your consideration. 


PROTEINS 

Proteins are an essential part of all 
animal life. They have the vital tasks of 
forming the body tissue which makes up 
the muscles, nerves, and organs of the 
animal, and of replacing worn out and 
damaged tissue, and they also can be 
used as a fuel food when fat or carbo- 
hydrates are unavailable. Proteins pro- 
vide foods with an assortment of flavors, 
each different type of protein giving a 
certain aroma to food which in turn pro- 
vides taste sensations which not only 
human beings but animals such as cats 
enjoy, too. While proteins are necessary 
throughout the entire life of the cat, they 
are required in greatest amounts in the 
periods of pregnancy, lactation, illness 
or after surgery. 

Proteins are made up of oxygen, nitro- 
gen, hydrogen, carbon, sulphur, and phos- 
phorus in the form of the important 
amino acids of which there are close to 
twenty-five different kinds. These can all 
be mixed together into hundreds of com- 
binations, each having a particular bene- 
fit to the body. 

As has been menttioned above, the pro- 
tein requirement during pregnancy is 
very high. This is understandable since 
everything but the bones and teeth of 
the forming kittens is made up of pro- 
teins, and the mother cat must receive 
them in sufficient amounts to maintain 
her own body metabolism and to provide 
enough for the requirements of sound 
kittens. During this period the best 
sources of proteins must be given as 
food. If the breeder will keep this 
thought in mind when feeding mothers- 
to-be it will be discovered that the bodies 
of kittens will be stronger. Healthier 
cats will result from their having been 
given an initial lift in their chance for 
life. 

Once the kittens have been born, body- 
building foods must be continued in the 
diet of the mother during the lactation 
period. Again the reason is apparent: the 
mother must provide good milk for her 
kittens since all parts of the systems of 
her offspring require the vital elements

in her milk, and care must be taken that 
her own health is not endangered. Dur- 
ing these two periods vital to sound kit- 
ten growth high-protein foods such as 
meats, milk, dairy products, fish and 
eggs should make up the regular diet. 

The need for a diet of protein con- 
centrates is evident after any kind of 
surgery because of the inevitable blood 
loss and the necessity of building up 
damaged body tissue. Because the liver 
is important in the process of forming 
new tissue cells, a diet lacking in high 
quality protein foods may impair the 
normal function of that organ and make 
it susceptible to attacks of virus such as 
infectious hepatitis. Thus, good protein 
foods should be fed then, as well as in 
such conditions as diabetes and diarrhea. 
Although anemia is usually linked with a 
deficiency of iron in the blood a poor 
protein diet can be a contributing factor. 
Here again the importance of a well- 
balanced diet can be seen. 

Foods considered as having a high con- 
centration of protein and in turn made 
up of the greatest variety of amino acids 
are: meat, liver, fish, cheese, milk, eggs, 
wheat, soy bean meal, brewers yeast. 

CARBOHYDRATES 

Proteins supply the material for cell 
formation but it is the carbohydrates 
which provide the energy for daily living. 
Carbohydrates are a necessary part of 
good nutrition because they are trans- 
formed into glucose, a fuel which is 
quickly oxidized in the body. This creates 
the heat which warms the body and 
which is necessary as long as there is 
life. 

Glucose is stored in the liver and by 
means of the blood is circulated through- 
out the body as it is needed. It is used 
rapidly by the organism and the stores 
must constantly be replenished as the 
daily needs are met. In cases where glu- 
cose reaches a low point, proteins and 
fats will be converted for use, but this 
can only be a temporary measure. 

Carbohydrates in the form of glucose 
are ranked only by oxygen and water 
in the order of importance to the main- 
tenance of animal life. In our modern 
hospitals, when patients are too sick to 
consume regular food and have to be fed 
intravenously, dextrose is slowly ad- 
ministered at regular intervals. This dex- 
trose is nothing more than glucose and 
it has been the life-sustaining element 
for many such people. Its same necessity 
in the life of the cat can not be mini- 
mized. 

Excellent sources of carbohydrates are 
cereal grains, potatoes, vegetables, milk, 
and honey. Certain of these foods can be 
fed to cats but since most carbohydrates 
are nothing more than starch it is neces- 
sary to cook and mash them when found 
in a solid form so that they are more 
easily digested. 


FATS 
Fats are a vital element of good nutri-

Having read in Cats that you advocate female hormones 
to counteract the spraying of am altered male, I’d appreciate 
your advice. My veterinarian suggested a half tablet of .o2 
mm Estinyl (Shering Corp., Bloomfield, New Jersey) every 
other day, when less frequent dosage didn’t produce results. 


.There has been no spraying, no shedding and I’d say he was 


in perfect physical and emotional health. However, as my 
vet says he doesn’t know what to expect and that hormones 
are dynamite, I’d like your opinion. How will he be affected 
—Marion Sawyer, 18 Chedworth Rd., Scarsdale, N. Y. 
The case in question is exceptional. Treatment for this 
indiwidual would have to be ‘tailor made’ for him. Ill effects 
of hormone treatment would be development of female charac- 
teristics and possibly carcinoma. The dosage does not seem too 
severe, but I would suggest that you try to diminish it to the 
point that will just keep the difficulty wider control. Possibly 
Y% tablet every 3rd day. Some cases after a period of treat- 
ment are able to get along without it because of the hormone 
completely overcoming the cause of the trouble. 


I have a spayed female Tabby cat. From the time she has 
been two years old, she has been having spasms but only when 
asleep. We have tried vitamins and B complex shots and I 
am now giving her seditive pills. A small one twice a day. I 
have been doing this for over a year and am almost convinced 
she will never get over her nervousness. Have you had any 
experience with this?

Problems such as this come up every once ina while. Not 
only is it distressing to you but also to the veterinarian who 
has to try to determine what the cause is. I would not be able 
to help as far as determining what the trouble was, but I do 
feel that the treatment that is being given ts in line with the 
cause. 


Please give me a remedy for ear mites. Is there a pre- 
ventive ointment? Where can it be purchased.

Rotenone preparations are very good for the treatment of 
mites.‘ There are several preparations for this which your 
veterinarian will recommend. 

Does Infectious Panleukopenia leave crippling effects? 
When he was three months old, my Persian kitten had a 
serious illness that we believe was Panleukopenia. He lived 
through it but now his back legs are partly crippled.

The disease itself should leave no crippling effects. How- 
ever there may have been so much damage done to the animal's 
bodythat such a weakness could develop. There may also have 
been some other factors involved along with the infection 
which were not evident at the time illness. 

My cat will not drink liquids. Neither did the one who died 
earlier this year after an operation for kidney stones. Water 
is always available as ‘well as milk but he will not drink.

With animals, drinking is a matter of supplying fluid when 
the system requires it. There are many pets who do not 
apparently take what we consider adequate liquids, but seem 
to have no ill effects. They either get enough fluids with the 
food they take in or their systems do not need as much as 
another animal.

SIAMESE COAT 
COLOR 


by 
Dr. L. H. Fairchild 

The Siamese Cat, being a semi-albino 
animal, has certain color characteristics 
that distinguish it from all other felines. 
The change in the color of the coat is 
one thing that makes this. breed so fas- 
cinating. From the time that the kitten 
is born with its pure white coat to the 
time when pigment begins to bring out 
the points and other color changes it is 
of deep interest for the breeder or owner 
to watch. 

Before the age of ten to twelve weeks 
the kittens have a rough, coarse-textured 
coat that makes them appear very un- 
attractive. One might call them even ugly 
were it not for their captivating per- 
sonalities and antics. However, with 
advance in age to three or three and 
one-half months the hair becomes finer, 
is sleek and shows a far prettier color. 

It has been our experience that cer- 
tain bloodlines have a strong predisposi- 
tion to a dark coat as the Seal Point 
Siamese get older, while others have a 
tendency to maintain their lighter color. 
I am speaking now of the body coat color 
and not the points. For years we have 
‘nown breeders to try various methods 
of obtaining the light coat in the older 
cat. One method popular in recent years 
and one we have disfavored is that of 
crossing Blue Point and Seal Point cats 
in an effort to obtain a light coat. It has 
been our contention that one only suc- 
ceeds in getting a less desirable coat 
color (sometimes even a cold ‘slate 
colored’ coat) and/or a cat with poor 
points. 

Selective breeding is the only way one 
can improve the bloodlines and establish 
a consistently desirable color. Line breed- 
ing in the hands of experienced breeders 
and careful elimination of undesirable 
specimens are the basic rules for this. 
By “elimination of undesirable speci- 
mens” I certainly do not mean “putting 
them to sleep.” I mean sell them for 
pets, neuter and give to friends, or if 
your cattery is large enough, keep some 
to observe at maturity to make sure you 
are saving the right ones for breeding, 
since, as was mentioned above, Siamese 
do change so dramatically. 

A question often asked of Siamese 
Breeders is the reason for light hairs 
suddenly appearing in a dark mask. We 
feel certain that this is caused by any 
condition where the cat has been sick. 
This is especially true of colds although 
even a slight fever or stomach upset 
may cause this condition. With beginning 
recovery from a recent illness, the light 
hairs will begin showing up in the mask, 
especially under the eyes. These light 
hairs will remain until the next full 
change of coat regardless of how well 
you take care of the cat or kitten and 
what vitamins or medication are used, 
you will not be able to change this situa- 
tion one iota. As in many things, time 
is required for complete “recovery.”

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myself out of material that had lovely 
black catsheads with white bows on it.” 

Her collection was spotted by officers 
of the Empire Cat Club last year. This 
led to her opening an exhibit at their 
annual show. 

Her only complaint is: “I was so busy 
taking care of the exhibit I didn’t get 
a chance to see the cats!” 

Mrs. Churan’s apartment is now ap- 
proaching a new high in cat population. 

“I rescued a beautiful blue  short- 
haired soprano whose voice was raised 
so high I heard it in my tenth floor 
bedroom at midnight. For three nights 
running I went below to the street and 
wandered around, chasing an elusive 
voice that receded as I approached and 
vanished entirely if I stopped to listen. 

“But on the fourth attempt, also at 
midnight, I discovered her playing with 
a leaf in a playground corner -- un- 
harmed, just hungry. I took her upstairs. 

“Two weeks later, one of the cats I 
feed daily on the street corner had her 
babies in the gutter under a parked car. 
I picked her up and the three tiny 
things up and settled them in a dark 
box in my bathroom ... she had two 
more two days later, once she felt safe. 

“Now, I notice with alarm, the ‘blue 
short-haired midnight rescue’ is obviously 
pregnant. I got there too late. That will 
certainly bring my total to sixteen. 

“But I love taking care of these little 
babies. I have the joy of watching 
kittens ripen on the vine. Although I 
could do without so many at once, I am 
grateful they are having their babies 
safely and happily . .. it’s the cats’ 
happiest time and it’s nice to have them 
with me. 

“I do get a little frightened sometimes, 
but only briefly. I feel there is a home 
for each one of them -- and -that it is 


up to me to find it. 
“It can be done. All it takes is a 
beginning -- and as we learn how, our 


opportunities to serve increase.” 

“The main thing is to start. The next 
time you see a lost or starving kitten, 
pick it up and take it home. Then begin 
looking around for its permanent home. 

“It is really lots easier than you'd 
think.” 

Mrs. Churan welcomes correspondence 
on this subject.

tion for they are one of our most im- 
portant energy foods. They are much 
more concentrated than protein or carbo- 
hydrate-containing goods for the latter 
often contain as much as fifty to eighty- 
five per cent water. Fat is not as easily 
digested as other foods and by causing 
the stomach to slow down its digestive 
process it is effective in relieving hunger. 
Sometimes it is important that the diges- 
tive tract be emptied rapidly while at 
other times it is equally important to 
allow the food to remain longer to in- 
sure greater absorption, and here fat can 
play a role. 

Many fats are good sources of vita- 
mins which adds to their importance. 
Fats also add flavor to food. Small 
amounts of fat should be fed, for the 
body will store fat and use it as the need 
presents itself. Fats will supply food to 
a system in periods of starvation or in- 
sufficient food and they also have the 
tendency to control constipation, while 
their oils are needed for good health. 

It has been stated that fat should be 
about thirty per cent of the total food 
that our cats receive. Since this cannot 
be estimated when feeding to any accur- 
ate degree it is suggested that a careful 
watch be maintained on the bodily weight 
of the cat. Should a sizable increase in 
weight be noticed the amount of fat in 
the diet should be limited. While fats are 
found in many foods, the best sources 
are meats, egg's, dairy products, and oils. 

Now that we have covered the essen- 
tials of good nutrition in this and pre- 
vious articles, we would want to at- 
tempt to reach a conclusion as to just 
what constitutes a balanced diet. We have 
learned of the benefits of many foods 
and what they can do to insure a healthy 
amd vigorous life for our wonderful 
friends. Like all things we sometimes 
get too much of certain foods and this 
can lead to unwanted complications. It 
goes without saying that there are foods 
that are too rich as well as those that 
are too poor. Why not be around the 
next time Cats Magazine comes to your 
door and we shall do our best to take all 
that- we have learned and discuss what 
should be a “balanced diet.” Until then, 
the best to you and yours.

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The Back Fence... 


Now we're in the same pickle thous- 
ands of cat-lovers before us have been 
in. If any of you can tell us how to find 
landlords who understand cats, wish 
you’d drop us a line. What’s the best 
method for proceding with education of 
the enlightened, moving in the felines 
one by one under cover of night until 
all five are comfortably settled? Will 
this induce coronary occlusion, which at- 
tacked our beloved Ike? Is enlighten- 
ment indeed possible when the felines 
number five, or is it best to continue 
one’s weary search for cat-loving land- 
lords? We'd be willing to sign our life 
away against annoyance or damage by 
our cats to any unfurnished apartment, 
but one mention of the word cat and 
we're so far from signing that we are 
being escorted hurriedly out the door. 


This is a desperate situation. We wish 
someone could make a landlord under- 
stand that in all likelihood he and his 
other tenants will never know the pres- 
ence of an altered cat, and we hope any 
dog-lovers reading this by accident will 
forgive us when we say landlords should 
allow cats in many places where they 
cannot allow dogs. Cats are smaller, 
cleaner, quieter, and cannot help their 
very outstanding advantage over dogs 
when it comes to sanitation facilities. 
Since they do have these advantages, 
why not be fair and recognize them. 
After all, the dog is certainly given 
ample credit for his supposed advantages 
over cats, his willingness to follow his 
master around, fawn over him etc. 


William Stockton, of 67-82 Springfield 
Blvd., Bayside, L.I., N.Y. this summer 
has fought a test case of this landlord vs. 
tenant sort when he refused to get rid of 
the family’s pet cat, Ginger, an altered 
female. You cat-owners know how much 
trouble Ginger must have been causing 
any one in the co-op apartment build- 
ing where the Stocktons lived, but there 
may have been one family there with a 
“sour grape” attitude who brought Gin- 
ger’s presence to the landlord’s atten- 
tion. He then said the Stocktons must 
cease harboring an animal which required 
“to be let out doors.” The Stocktons 
wrote the ASPCA asking if cats as ani- 
mals belonged in this category and the 
Society replied “We do not consider it 
necessary to the well-being and happiness 
of a cat that it be allowed the freedom 
of the out-of-doors. In fact, we discour- 
age the practice.” Stockton even had 
neighbors sign a petition stating Ginger 
never went outdoors, except in her 
basket when ill to the veterinarian. The 
owners of the building must have seen 
they were losing the battle from this 
angle, because they applied to the State 
Housing Division to change the rules 
so that “all cats and dogs” are barred, 
period. We talked to Mr. Stockton last 
night and he said the case was coming 
up in the court of N.Y. Soon it will be 
determined if the new rule can be made 
retroactive, and if it was a necessary 
regulation. 

People who keep 33 cats or so, usually 
unaltered, in one or two rooms, or even 
a house, without adequate facilities have, 
it’s true, given a black name to the cat 
as a housepet. But any landlord this side 
of that little white wagon should be able 
to distinguish between cases of this sort, 


and cases where one or more cats are 
being kept without harm to anyone. As 
Mrs. Stockton said of Ginger, “She is 
less trouble than the plants.” But we cat 
lovers should remember at the same time 
she was saying this, two women in Nut- 
ley, N. J. were keeping 33 cats together 
in one house without food, water or 
sanitary facilities. Gas masks were neces- 
sary when SPCA officials investigated 
the case, and as a final outcome, all cats 
had to be destroyed. A sheriff in Black 
River Falls, Wisc. killed the 34 cats of 
a blind Gold Star mother, Mrs. Zada 
Matthews, after neighbors had com- 
plained. If only someone had been able 
to help this poor soul express her love 
for cats in a constructive manner, re- 
stricting their number to a reasonable 
figure! You can see, cat lovers, any little 
thing you can do to spread the gospel of 
altering will be appreciated by your fel- 
low cat-lovers who dislike seeing cats or 
humans suffer needlessly. 


Cats do so love their homes, and ap- 
preciate, all non-cat-owners to the con- 
trary, any kindness, however small, done 
for them. We can see this in their long 
treks home to a household where they 
have been treated perhaps only “so-so.” 
They haven’t been abused, but at the 
first sign of trouble, they are sent off to 
a home in the country. These homes in 
the country usually prove anything but 
homey, perhaps a goat farm where they 
can have all the goat milk they can 
drink, if there’s any left when the other 
hungry farm cats have had their fill. And 
any meat is theirs, as long as they catch 
it. So back the cat goes, and with luck 
and native intelligence, sometimes makes 
it. And sometimes, is sent back again. 
Could any human stand such treatment? 
These thoughts prompted by an item 
about Timothy, a two-year old male, 
native of Philadelphia, who was sent 35 
miles away to Hammonton, N.J. Timothy 
must have had his share of troubles, for 
he was sent away in October, 1954, and 
did not find his way back until the 
middle of this past summer. Reading be- 
tween the lines of this news item, any 
cat lover can surmise how the little 
adorable kitten grew up into a fine male, 
but a male, you understand, who in the 
normal course of events became difficult 
to live with in a city home. By the age 
of about two years, the situation was 
probably impossible. Three dollars would 
have corrected the trouble, and spared 
Timothy the sorrow of being disposed 
and the rigors and dangers of a 35-mile 
return trip. 


Happier news and the story of one 
highway patrol officer’s kindness comes 
from the Middle West this month. Mrs. 
Mary Eiteljorge, of Greencastle, Ind., 
was driving on the Turner turnpike near 
Chandler, Okila., when she was involved 
in a very bad accident. Her Siamese cat 
was lost during the confusion, and, on 
the busy highway, not given much chance 
for survival. However, trooper H. C. 
Duckworth who had been at the scene of 
the accident promised Mrs. Eiteljorge he 
would do his best to locate the cat. He 
canvassed farm houses in the area, with 
no luck, but still kept asking for news 
of a blue-eyed cat. Two weeks after the 
accident, two highway maintenance work- 
ers heard a cat meowing one mile west 
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of Ohandler, and looking through the 
turnpike fence into some underbrush, 
spotted a cat and went after it. They 
found the missing cat wearing a collar 
and leash that had tangled with the un- 
derbrush. Trooper Duckworth personally 
supervised shipping of the cat back to 
Mrs. Eiteljorge. 


Manyo Portales, black and white senor 
belonging to Mr. and Mrs. Frank Por- 
tales, 10 Pierpoint St., Brooklyn Heights, 
N.Y. is resting comfortably after a visit 
to the vet restored to him his ninth life. 
Manyo was missing and despite exten- 
sive searches, nothing was seen or heard 
of his fine self until 37 days after his 
disappearance when tenants in another 
apartment heard a cat crying. Manyo 
had somehow found his way into an 
abandoned airshaft over their ceiling. 
Although barely able to crawl when 
found, Manyo is on the way to recovery 
after treatments by a veterinarian. 


The picture of Manyo enjoying a con- 
valescent siesta called up in our soon 
to be Winter-locked mind the vision of 
next summer’s vacation, perhaps in sunny 
Mexico itself, or by the warm waters of 
Acapulco. Nice to dream, anyway! We'll 
have to get busy on carpentry as our 
winter project, for we've just seen in 
Henrietta Hitchcock’s N.Y. Telegram & 
Sun column a homemade car carrier for 
cats you too might like to know of. One 
of Miss Hitchcock’s readers constructed 
it, of light lumber, we assume, in size 
30” x 16” x 16”. He lined the bottom 
with a thin metal sheet, screened one 
side of the front and a large window on 
each short end with quarter-inch wire 
mesh. The cat’s pan was placed at one 
end and his water at the other. The back 
seat was protected with covering and the 
carrier placed on top. From this home 
with visibility, safety, water and modern 
conveniences, the cat travelled 6000 miles 
in comfort. He was never refused at 
motels, never missed a meal and was 
never car-sick, his owners report. So you 
might want to think of constructing 
such a carrier for next summer while 
the long winter nights are passing. 


Cat-owners who care have at least 
four things to be grateful for as Thanks- 
giving approaches. One, that in a world 
where they see and hear of abuse to 
cats, they know their own are safe and 
loved. Two, that when they visit a home 
where a cat, though not abused, is treated 
as strictly expendable, put .out at night, 
fed off and on as mood of owner al- 
lows, petted, if ever, ditto, why, they 
can always hurry home to their own 
spoiled darlings, sleeping on the new 
bedspread, no doubt. Three, when they 
approach one of those furred bodies ly- 
ing on the road (and it’s become almost 
impossible for suburbanites to drive 
every day and not see at least one body 
per day) they know that they will never 
see their own lying like that. Four, that 
they belong to the group who under- 
stand and love cats is in itself a cause for 
rejoicing. Cats are one of the most in- 
teresting, fascinating animals in the 
world, fascinating even to those who 
hate them. And we can be happy we have 
discovered them. It’s much like the 
alchemy of music. When you understand 
and love the world of music, you won- 
der how others cannot help but do like-
